I know this is Christmas-tide and that this is supposed to be 
a Christanas message, but in spite of it all | feel in a militant 
spirit and find I want to attack all kinds of things and certain 
kinds of people. 

It isn’t that I don't believe in the Christinas message of 
“Peace on earth and good will toward men,”---il’s the only sane 
message for this season and for all the year, and unless we find 
it soon our civilization will go down in another welter of human 
bloodshed. But. it isn't just a platitude which comes to the lips 
every time the 25th of December comes around, it is a principle 
which only works when it is expressed in human thewght and ae- 
tion. Peace on earth can only come when we have good will to- 
ward men—all men, and anything that is inconsistent with that 
is a lie against humanity. 

Now this strikes at the root of so many of our systems and 
practices that are a direct negation of the message of the angels. 
There are the national policies of the world that seek to exalt 
individual nations by means that ensure a detriment to the nations 
and people elsewhere. There are the policies that lead nations 
to seek all they can and buy as little as possible in return. 

Then there are the ruthless competitive systems founded on 
the same principles of greed and selfishness and practised by 
pecple who “don’t care who sinks so long as they swim.”’ Often 
these systems are dressed up to look attr: tive, but onee they are 
stripped of all their finery they are revealed in their true light, 
and are found to be frankly dishonest. 

Then there are the people who conmiercialize these present 
times of depression by getting as much work from their em- 
ployees as possible, and give as little as they can in return. In 
the event of a complaint the victim is told that if he is not satis- 
fied he can “get out” because there are many outside waiting t9 
take his place. 

Furthermore a word must be said on the other side about the 
people who still insist on spending their money on luxuries wher 
they owe money elsewhere which ought to be paid. 

Lastly, but of equal significance, there are the people who will 
demand an entertainment worth 50 cents before they can be in- 
duced to part with 25 cents to some organization that is seeking 
to ameliorate the lot of the destitute at Christmas. 

To all such the message of peace on earth and good will to- 
ward men is only a platitude, and to utter it is sheer hypocrisy.

This image, known as the ‘“Santis- 
simo Bambino’ has an_ interesting 
histoiy dating from 1615 when, ae- 
cording ts: \the legend, thre lived 
in Jerusalem a’ humble’ Franciscan 
monk who occupied his leisure’ by 
carving wooden statues. One day he 
secured some wood from the old 
olive trees which were then to be 
found near the grotto “Del! Agonia” 
and which, tradition says, were testi- 
monies of the Saviour’s agony. 

The pious recluse prayed ferventiy 
as he carved an infant Christ out of 
this wood, but as it possessed no col- 
or on completion, he ‘was dissatisfied 
with its unlifelike appearance. After 
continued fasting and prayer, how- 
ever, to his great surprise ones morn- 
ing the found his statue tinted with 


the hues of life; and the miracle be-. 


ing soon heralded through Jerusalem, 
caused the image to be worshipped 
for many years in the Holy UCity.
